ever fought for. A magnificent crowd 
in point of size and personnel saw the 
great battle tonight. Clubs and mana- 
gers have tried for several months to 
bring the Australians together, and it 
accomplished 
after numerous disappointments and 
failures‘in the negotiations. Each prin- 
cipal was regarded as a wonder in his 
class. The men are somewhat similar 
giants, strong, 
healthy, big-boned, long-armed, and 
stubborn, formidable fighters, adepts in 
science, experienced in the ring, hard 
punchers, and each with a distinctive 
style. Soclose was the match consid- 
ered fora longtime that even money 
was wagered. Today Hall was strongly 

a favorite, but the influx of Fitzsim- 


|} Mons men and money beat down Hall, 


and made Fitzsimmons for a time the 
favorite. Neither man worked hard on 
the last day. Each remained quiet, ex- 
cept when Fitzsimmons went to take 
out naturalization papers and Hall to 
dine with Charley Mitchell. 

The men fought at catch-weights for 
superiority only, and a purse of $40,- 
000, and $2500 went to the loser and 
the remainder tothe winner. The au- 
dience, which filled the immense audi- 
torium, was variously estimated at be- 
tween four thousand and forty-five hun-. 
dred. The financial result of the fight 
is not yet known, but the general 
opinion is that the club lost several 


thousand dollars by the entertainment. 


PERFECT ARRANGEMENTS. 
Arrangements at the ringside were 
“perfect. The crowd was representative 
in characte~ and thoroughly cosmopoli- 
tan. The two principals reached the 
arena in ample time to prepare them- 
selves for the battle. Both men were 
trained to a fine point, but neither had 
taken off much flesh) The men entered 
the ring at 9 o’clock promptly, Hall 
leading the procession. He was loudly 
cheered, as was Fitzsimmons, who came 
in waving the American flag. The men 
chosen to look after Hall’s interests 
were Lightweight Champion McAuliffe, 
Charley Mitchell, Squire Abbingdon, 
Baird and John Kline holding the 
watch. Fitzsimmons had men with less 
reputation, but not less faithful, than 
Hall’s attendants—Billy Fitzsimmons, 
his brother; Martin Julian and Frank 
Bosworth, and D. G. O’Malley keeping 
time. Referee- Duffy maie a neat 
speech, counselling the usual good order 
and cautioned the men about fouls and 
the. usual club rules. Capt. Barrett 
weighed the gloves, finding them of 
lawful weight, and handed them to 
Martin Julian, who took them over to 
Hall for his choice, and Mitchell se- 
lected his principal’s gloves. Referee 
Duffy announced the pivot blow barred, 
and the men stripped. 
THE FIGHT BY ROUNDs. 

Round 1—Usual handshaking, and 
both men stepped nimbly to the center 
and feinted for an opening. Fitz at- 
tempted a left upper-cut. but Hall 
backed away. He failed a second time, 
and the men clinched. Hall then led 
for Fitz’s stomach and received a tap 
on the shoulder. Fitz scored .a heavy 
left on Hall's mouth and right on his 
heart without a return. Hall made a 
wild left swing, and Fitz smilingly 
dodged. Fitz landed a heavy left and 
dodged a return. Hall landeda heavy 
right on tne ear, and Fitz clinched. 
Hall hit Fitz on the head as the round 
closed. 

Round 2—Fitz missed a left on the 
stomach, and immediately after a right 
on the body, because Hall clinched. 
The men were extremely cautious. 
Hall received a heavy left on his stom- 
ach, responding with a left on Fitz's 
head. Hall landed a heavy left, and 
received a good return on the head. 
Fitz forced Hall into acorner, but the 
latter clinched to avoid punishment. 
Fitz tried to land a left, but was neatly 
stopped. Both men, in a hot rally, 
scored hits on the head.. 

Round 8—Fitz was the aggressor, 
landing on the stomach, and later on 
the body and head. Then Hall landed 
two heavy lefts on the face anda 
heavy right upper cut. Fitz clinched 
to save himself, and Duffy had difficulty 
in partingthem. Fitz continued clinch- 
ing to avoid punishment. 

Round 4—Hall came up the ag- 
gressor. Fitz landed a heavy right on 
the jaw, knockiug Hallinto the middle 
ofthe ring. The blow wasa tremend- 
ous right-hand swing, and landed full 
onthe point of the jaw. Hall wasa 
long time coming to, and was finally 
helped to his corner by Fitzsimmons. 

The referee awarded the contest to 
Fitzsimmons, who waved the United 
States flag over his head, walked to his 
opponent’s corner and shook hands, 
and as he was leaving the rings re- 
ceived a tremendous ovation.

Fitz was fren- 
zied with delight over his comparative 
easy victory. 
APTER THE FIGHT. 

After Hall had been brought back to 
consciousness Fitzsimmons skipped 
nimbly to his room, and, without put- 
ting on his clothes, drew on a heavy 
overcoat and jumped into a carriage 
with his wife and drove to his quarters. 
A great crowd congregated in front of 
the winner on Canal street, giving him 
a rousing welcome as he drove up. 
After he had gone up stairs Fitzsim- 
morns.came out On the balcony and made 
a modest speech. Afterward, in his 


room, he said to an: Associated Press | 


representative: ‘‘Hall is the cleverest 
man lever met. Heclearly out-pointed 
me in the third round. But he thought, 
because some ©f my biows fell short, I 
could not him, and I fooled him. 
Ican only say lam very lucky to win 
as soon as Idid.’’ 

The Hall people were dejected. Hall 
was the picture of tribulation in his 
corner before he was led to his room, 
and his seconds looked like men who 
had lost their best friends. Hall 
blamed himself, and his seconds blamed 
him by innuendo for carelessness. He 
lost a superb opportunity, and a 
princely purse and reputation, and all 
ina moment of over confidence, and 
they had reason to lament the swing 
chance that brought a splendid form to 
the carpet a whipped man. For three 
rounds it was a superb exhibition of 
clean: hitting, deft maneuvers and 
skill, dodging and audacious swinging.

A PIRATICAL CREW. 


Mutiny on Board the American Bark 
Hesper. 


A Miscarried Plot to Murder the Captain 
and Officers and Sail the Seas 
Under the Black : 
Flag.

March 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The American .bark 
Hesper, Capt. Sodergren, arrived here 
February 21, with anaccount of a 
mutiny on January 13, which resulted in 
the death of Second Mate M. Fitzgerald. 
The Hesper left Newcastle, N.S. W., 
December 22 with a cargo of coal for 
San Francisco. The plot was hatched 
by Thomas Leclair, Herman Sparf, 
Hans Hansen, Thomas Green and Ed- 
ward Larsen to murder the captain, 
first and second mates, cook and a Greek 
sailor, and then run the vessel either to 
China or the Chilean coast and sell the 
cargo and fit the bark out fora pirati- 
cal cruise. On the night of January 
Leelair-hid—himself—amid 
as Mate Fitzgerald passed him sprang 
upon him, striking him a blow on the 
back of his head witha hatchet. The 
mate fell, but Leclair struck at him 
until his.-victim . ceased to struggle. 
Sparf and Hansen joined him and pro- 
posed to throw the mate’s. body over- 
board. Leclair wanted first to call the 
captain and dispatch him, and on the 
other two refusing, he went aft alone. 
Sparf and Hansen then threw the 
mate’s body overboard. Leclair 
told the man on watch at 
wheel to call the captain, but the 
latter refused to do so. Shortly after 
midnight First Mate Lucas went to 
Capt. Sodergren’s cabin and told him 
that the second mate was not to be 
found. Thetwo went on deck, where 
they were joined by the carpenter. 
Search resulted in their finding the 
deck covered with blood. Capt. Soder-. 
gren 
Green that the latter had been asked 
by Leclair and others to assist in 
throwing the captain overboard. The 
latter thereupon ordered the men’s ar- 
rest. The bark was headed for Tahiti. 
While on the way there Green and Lar- 
sen attemptea to release the other men, 
without success. When the Hesper 
reached Tahiti the five men were taken 
before United States Consul Doty. 
Sparf and Hansen contessed, which Le- 
clair alsd did finally. The five men 
were sent to jailto remain until the ar- 
rival of the bark Tropic Bird, bound for 
San Francisco, Mbruary 15, when they 
were taken there for trial. 


MASSACHUSETTS CRIMINALS.

Hono.vtv, March 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press. “The early part of the 
present week witnessed scenes of much 
enthusiasm in Honolulu, and the Stars 
and Stripes were probably more gener- 
ally displayed than at any time in Ha- 
waiian history. The arrival of the 
steamship China from San Francisco 
Monday, February 20, followed by that 
of the Australia on February 22, 
brought intelligence that caused great 
satisfaction’to the provisional govern- 
ment andthe American party on the 
islands. On the first named date, when 
it became known that President Harri- 
son and his Cabinet had decided upon a 
favorable course in regard to the dispo- 
sition of the islands, excited throngs 
gathered about the mail dock, postoffice 
and news stands, and discussed the in- 
formation received with much ardor.. 
The prompt action of the administra- 
tion in the matter was warinly 
mended by Americans, irrespective of 
party affiliations, as well as by many of 
the German residents and of the more 
intelligent natives. 

WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY. 

The scene, however, was nothing like 
that of February 22, when the Austra- 
lia brought the news that the message 
from President Harrison, providing for 
a treaty of annexation of the islands, 
had gone to the Senate, and that as far 
as the American Government was con- . 
cerned the islands were probably a part 
of the United States when the <Austra- 
the anniver- 
sary of the birth of Washington, and 
was being observed as a general holi- 
day. ‘The streets were filled with na- 
tives and others in their best attire. 
Flags were floating frém-many _build- 
ings and from the vessels in the harbor, 
the whole forming, in the bright sun. 
light, a prétty setting for the introduc- 
tion of the startling effects furnished by 
the steamer from San F'rancisco, 

Col. Soper, commanding the provis- 
ional government forces, was  ap- 
plauded when he expressed himself in 
favor of a salute of 100 guns in honor 
‘of the occasion, providing he were 
given authority therefor. On board 
the United States flagship Mohican Ad- 
miral Skerrett and staff were holding a 
reception, and hither came*“all of the 
_prominent pérsonages of Honolulu, ex- 
clusive of the more pronounced royal- 
ists. 

The Associated Press dispatch from 
Washington, announcing the receipt of 
the annexation message by the Senate 
was ‘shown to the Admiral and Captain 
Wiltz and President Dole, Minister of 
Finance Jones, and others of the pro- 
visional government. It proved to be 
the latest intelligence received, and the 
dispatch was handed about and read 
with many expressions of satisfaction. 

NEWS OF THE TREATY. 

United States Minister Stevens, ow- 
ing to the recent loss of his daughter, 
did not attend the anniversary exer- 
cises, but the dispatch was shown to 
hith subsequently, and he also stated 
that, so far as he knew, it was the latest 
information received. The Minister de- 
clined to speak officially, but expresséd 
his individual opinion by saying: ‘‘I ex- 
pected there would be some opposition 
in the House, and am syrprised some- 
what to find, by the columns of the 

newspapers received, that there 
about the same unanimity there as ap- 
pears to prevailin the Senate. I think 
the matter is settled except as to minor 
details.’”’ 

As to whether the Queen should re- 
ceive an annual pension or a certain 
sum in full, Mr. Stevens thought that if 
$250,000 were appropriated in a lump 
sum it would be divided between the 
‘deposed Queen and the Princess. As to 
the government of the islands under an- 
nexation, he though, as does President 
Dole, that the manner in which Louisi- 
ana was governed after its acquisition 
was best, but that the District of 
Columbia mode, with .a board of com- 
missioners, one of whom to be nomi- 
nally governor, would solve many local 
problems. The United States, he con- 
sidered, was disposed to be liberal in the 
matter of treating with native Ha- 
Waiians, and the white residents here 
were willing to concede many points, s@ 
that they secured annexation. Govern- 
ment lands would be turned into home- 
steads for the benefit of Hawaiians 
under such restrictions that they would 
not be able to dispose of them ina 
trifling manner, and poll taxes would 
probably be reduced to a nominal sum; 
other taxes would ‘be made reasonable 
and the natives would doubtless be 
recognized in the distribution and pat- 
ronage.of minor offices and appoint: 
ments. 

CLEGHORN TRANQUIL, 

A. S. Cleghorn, Collector of Customs, 
and father of the Princess Katulani, 
was not surprised at the news from 
Washington. ‘I had hoped, though,” 
he said, ‘‘to see the Princess placed on 
the throne, backed by an American 
protectorate.”

that annexation, if it did not carry with 
it disfranchisement of -native voters 
for alengthy period, would not be alto- 
gether unpopular.

SAILORS’ PERILS. 
Five Survivors from the Ill.fated Lady 
Lampson. 

San Francisco, March 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The missing boat from 
the ill-fated tark Lady Lampson, 
wrecked off Palmyra Island, south 
of Honolulu, January 16, and its 
five occupants were picked up 
February 12 by schooner 
Martha W. Tuft, 200 miles southeast of 
Honolulu. The Tuft arrived here this 
evening with the five survivors, 
Mate William Miller and Seamen 
Oscar Mognusson, Victor . Snyder, 
John Jorgenson and James L. Mar- 
tin. The five men werein a fifteen-foot 
boat twenty-five days altogether. 
There were seven in the boat when they 
tirst left the bark, among them heing a 
fat cabin boy, Willie Hayden.

France, Germany, Russia, 
and Australia have set us the example 
in this respect, and they have shown 
that the public may be better served at 
less expense through the agency of the 
Government than by private‘corporations 
This step would put a wholesome re- 
striction on the vast accumulations in 
the hands of railroad magnates, and 
would remove from the gamblers of the 
stock market one of their most mis- 
chievous agencies for robbing the ma- 
jority of bona fide investors. 

Another restriction on the undue ac- 
cumulation of wealth in private hands 
might be accomplished ina graduated 
succession tax, such as we have hith- 
erto discussed. If no fortune above a 
million dollars could be passed along to 
asecond or third generation without 
the surrender of one-half of it to the 
State, the colossal accumulations that 
have marked the latter half of the. 
nineteenth century inthe United States 
will gradually be distributed to the peo- 
ple of the country, and this will mark 
an era of prosperity and contentment.

are now inflicting such loss and incon- 
venience upon the business of the conn- 
try, and which threaten the Nation 
with anarchy, may be met in a way to 
disarm them of their potency for evil.

He is 
‘not likely to indulge in loose theories 
or. wild speculations, and for this very 
reason his ideas of the future accomp- 
lishments of ‘‘man’s mysterious agent”’ | 
must command respect and considera- 
tion. The forecasts are founded 
largely on what has already been ac- 
complished in the way of experiment, 
but has not vet been employed in prac- 
tical application. 

Prof. Dolbear begins by telling Ls 
what we may not expect to accomplish. 
One thing is that there remains very 
little, if any, improvement in the dy- 
namo and motor, so far as their me- 
chanical efficiency is concerned. The 
dynamo returns 95 per cent. ofthe 
power put into it, and it is hardly to be 
expected that the very small margin of 
loss will be much reduced by improved 
dynamos. The conversion of one form 
of energy into another without some 
wastage is one of those things which 
the seekers after perpetual motion have 
always sought in vain. There may be 
great improvements, however, in the 
ways of generating electricity. The 
steam engine, which we must now de- 
pend upon fér the production of power, 
is a most wasteful device, so far as the 
natural forces are involved. Only one- 
twentieth of the heat energy bound up 
in the coal which we burnin the fire- 
box is reproduced in the driving wheel 
of the engine. Here is aclear loss of 
95 percent. One of the greatest fields 
now open toinventors and discoverers 
is to learn how to convert this heat en- 
ergy directly into electrical energy 
without the intervention of the engine 
and ‘dynamo. This is one of the prob- 
lems that Edison is working on. Until 
something of this sort is discovered the 
principal opportunities for lessening 
the cost of generating electricity will 
be found in utilizing water power, wind 
power, wave motors and other natural 
agencies which will be cheaper than 
coal. 

Foremost among the accom ORE 
of the future Prof. Dolbear places tele- 
graphing without wires. When the 
telegraph was first put into use the 
operators thought that it was necessary | 
to have a complete circuit of wires for 
the outgoing and incoming circuit. By 
a mere accident they learned that a 
single wire connecting two instruments 
and connections between the instru- 
ments and the earth would do just as 
well. The ground served for a return 
conductor just as effectively as a wire. 
The next step was to learn, in an ex- 
perimental way, that the single con- 
necting wire might also be dispensed 
with. Prof. Dolbear says: 


When the telephone began to be used 
it was noticed that telegraphic signals 
could often be heard coming from cir- 
cuits wholly disconnected, sometimes 
even a mile or two away. Prof. Trow- 
bridge of Harvard showed how it was 
possible to telegraph across a river or 
eveti the Atlantic ocean without hav- 
ing any connecting cable. An electric 
current in the earth spreads out in a 
wonderful way from its ground termi- 
nals, and when it comes to a conducton 
better than the earth a large proportion 
-whetever it--may lead;— 
hence a partof acurrent sent into the 
earth at one place may be utilized 
in another circuit quite apart 
from it, and the further apart the earth 
terminals of the first circuit the greater 
distance away may the second circuit 
be.

The New President, 

Los ANGELES, March 6.---[To the Editor of 
THe TIMEs.} .The inaugural address de- 
livered by Mr. Cleveland, just before the 
taking by him, for the second time, of the 
oath of the high office of President of the 
United States, was cloquent, and, from his 
Sstandpeint, it might be called admirable. 

But there are large masses of Ainerican 
people who totally dissent from his prem- 
ises on several subjects discussed by him. 

When students of political economy in 
all civilized countries believe, and statis. 
tics of the highest character irrefragibly 
demonstrate, that the standard by which 
we measure value has. steadily. appreciated 
during thelasttwenty years, sothatourunit 
of value, the gold dollar, means now over 
one-half or 50 per cent. more of the prod- 
ucts of human labor than it did twenty 
vears ago, Mr. Cleveland's talk about the 

‘degradation’? of our éurrency seems to 
many but the ratiocination of a learned 
prig, who. on that question. at least, knows 


not what he is taiking about; or, 
at any rate, who allows himself 
to .espouse the cause of gold as 


against all the other commodities in the 
world. He apparently is altogether obliv- 
ious of the fact that the producer of grain, 
cotton, iron. and the whole list of useful 
commodities, must give one-half ‘more of the 
results of his labor, now, to buy the gold 
dollar: or to pay his indebtedness in gold 
dollars, or in gold pounds-sterling, than he 
did twenty years ago. 

Again: When Mr. Clev eland interprets 
the verdict of the voters as ‘condemning 
the maintenance of protection for..protec. 
tion's sake,’’ the implication would seem to 
be that our people must come down to the 
levelof the pauper toilers of Europe; or. 
still worse, to the killing competition of 
barbaric Asia, which tends to’ starve both 
the individual and society under Caucasian 
civilization. For, according to the gospel 
of Cleveland and modern rarified Democ- 


racy, there must be “no protection" of our |. 


people against this “degradation,"’ ‘‘for 
protectton’s sake.’*’ In other words, the 
new administration is comimitted, by the 
official utterances of its chief high priest. 
to “the protection for protection's sake” of 
the gold standard, but not, by so much asa 
hair’s breadth, to the protection of the 
American people or of American civiliza- 
tion; ‘for, is it not written in the chron.

Cholera in Russia,

‘It is an extraordinary rate of mortal: 
ity from cholerain Russia that is indi- 
cated by the latest body of statistics 
printed inthe Official Gazette of St. 
Petersburg. Forty percent. of all the 
cases of cholera that are reported fora 
period of four weeks proved fatal. It 
is not often, even when the epidemic 
rages fiercely, that the ratio of deaths 
is as high as this. There have been 
such records from Hindustan, and from 
Persia, and from Arabia, and from the 
seaports of China, but hardly ever in 
modern years from any country of 
Kurope. The epidemic must be pecu- 
liarly malignant in Russia; the means 


of deating with it must be’ singularly | 


imperfect; the prospect of exterminat- 
ing it there this year cannot be re- 
garded as encouraging. It has bad a 
long course in Russia since it appeared

- Pinal county will make an attempt to 
develop artesian water. The Board of 
Supervisors adopted the following: 

Whereas, the futnre prosperity of this 
county depending upon the develop- 
mentof our agricultural and horticul- 
tural resources, and the latter being 
contingent upon a permanent and cer- 
tain water supply for irrigating pur- 
poses, we deem it the duty of the board 
to use their best endeavors to obtain 
said water supply. . 

The board offers a reward of $2000 
to the first person obtaining artesian 
water with a flow of 17,500 gailons a 
day for ten consecutive days. It is 
provided that the well be on surveyed 
land in some of valleys of that county, 
and at least one mile from the bank of 
any stream and three miles from the 
base of any mountaln. 

A Willcox company, organized to de- 
velop water in the Sulphur Springs 
valley, to demoustrate its practicability 
for irrigation, is getting well under 
way. The company farm is situated 
about half a mile west of Willcox, and 
comprises 320 acres, or a half section. 
The well was started early in the week,

from all parts of the county, showing an 
increased interest in tree-planting. It 
would be a difficult task to make a present 
estimate of the acreage thus utilized. 
This, of course, necessitates a large amount 
of new lands to be transferred into grain 
fields. From the Julian districts apple 
trees are the chief demand, and peach 
possibly next in favor. The Alpine 
country is rapidly improving with a great 
variety of tree-planting and breaking of 
new ground. Peach, prune and guava seem 
to lead in favor there. The San Jacifito 
districtis directing its attention at present 
moreto the pear. B.;Tibbals, who owns 
a fine forty-acre ranch there, shipped his 
pears last year to the Colton cannery, a 
distance of fifty miles, and sold them at a 
rate that netted him $210, per acre. Mr. 
Tibbals plants cen acres more this year to 
pears, and many neighbors are following 
his example. An observing farmer near 
Escondido reports that before the season 
closes his district will have planted over 
100,000 deciduous and citrus trees. Much 
attentionis directed to shade and orna- 
mental trees, more especially in the 
Escondido and valleys in the southern part 
of the county. Chula Vista is rapidly 
growing into a beautiful, well-cultivated 
section, and though a new place, is excit- 
ing the envy of the older settlers in the 
surrounding places.. Otay is vigorously 
pushing tothe front. Workon the High- 
land water system is being hastened. The 
reservolr is now nearing completion and 
work on the pipe lines will begin in a few 
days. In the immediate vicinity of the city 
the small ranches are being set out to 
lemons, figs, oranges and guavas. Linda 
Vista-and Lemon Grove are making lemons 
a specialty.

The Fresno and Monterey Road ‘Now an 
Assured Fact—New Pallman Sleep- 
ers for the Santa Fe—Reduc- 

tion in Freight Rates. 


A heavy washout occurred yesterday 
mofning near Lamanda Park, on the 
Southern California Railway, making it 


| necessary to suspend travel over the 


road for several hours.’ A large body of 
storm water, accumulated from the 
heavy rainfall, not finding sufficiently 
large escape culverts underneath the 
embankment, ran over the top of the 
rails and gradually undermined them 
for a distance of about one hundred and. 
fifty feet. A large force of men was 
put to work to repair the damage, and 
by 11 o’clock all of the delayed trains 
were again started. No further trouble 
has been reported, and all trains on this 
and other roads have been sent out on 
schedule time without interruption. 
THE FRESNO AND MONTEREY ROAD. 

_, Monterey and Fresno people are con- 
tenting themselves with the assurance 
that the projected road between their 
respective cities is now an assured fact. 

afesday’s San Francisco Examiner says 
that Col. A. W. Jones of Kansas City, 
the promoter of the proposed road to 
be built from Fresno to the sea, has ar- 
rived from Monterey, accompanied by 
Engineer Frank P. McCrae, who has 
just finished the topographical survey, 
and Engineer P. P. Danridge, who com- 
pleted a report as to the road’s earning 
capacity. 

The entire line from Fresno to Mon- 
terey, its terminus, is 160 miles long. 
It crosses the Coast Mountains, as now 
decided upon, at Little Pinoche Pass, 
‘at an altitude of but 1400 feet. It is 
said, however, that eventhis altitue 
does not cut the figure that first might 
appear, because the grade on both sides 
is so gradual. It is heavier near 
Monterey, in getting tothe bay.. This 
is all very gratifying tothose inter- 
ested, asthe question of getting over 
the Coast range has been considerable 
of a bugbear for several years. 

Numerous towns along the line have 
raised subsidies, until now $225,000 is 
guaranteed asa bonus. Monterey has 
also given 1200 feet of its water front 
for terminal improvements.

A Queer State of Affairs Brought 
Out by the Testimony. 


Very Peculiar Position 


Trial of the Wise Malpractice Case Be- 
Judge Shaw—A Point in Fa- 
vor of the Detendant—Gen- 
eral Court Notes. 


In Department One. of the Superior 
Cuurt yesterday C. B. Holmes appeared 
before Judge Smith and a jury to 
answer to the charge of forgery pre- 
ferred against him, he being accused of 
having procured the forgery ofa re- 
lease of a mortgage executed by him- 
self to his uncle,,Sanford Larabee, on 
August 18, 1891, and, after having the 
same acknowledged before J. C. Oliver, 


a notary public, filed it with the County 
Recorder. 


The prosecution was conducted by 
Deputies Dupuy and Conkling, of the 
District Attorney’s office, while J. A. 
Donnell, Esq., appeared on behalf of 
the defendant. } 


The jurors selected totry the case 
were: J. S. Blick, S.-D. Crow, A. K. 
Coward, W. Dryden, E. Graw, E. F. 


Luke, J. Lowe, H. J. Smith and A. L. 
Whitney, 

Before the case was proceeded with 
the Court called the attention of the 
District Attorney to the fact that the | 
information did not contain the usual 
allegation with reference to the intent 
of the defendant to defraud, but Dep- 
uty Conkling replied that the informa- 
tion had been drawn under a section of 
the code which provided for the omis- 
sion of this clause, whereupon the mat- 
ter was dropped. Attorney Donnell 
then claimed that he had not been fur- 
nished with a correct and true copy of 
the original information, and a warm 
debate ensued, but the Court finally or- 
dered counsel to proceed with the case. 

The fact that two of the witnesses, 
Attorney Hayford and Notary Public 
Oliver failed to respond when their 
names were called, also served to dis- 
turb the equanimity of the Court toa 
certain extent, but, after the dilatory 
witnesses, upon making their appear- 
ance, had been severely reprimanded, 
peace was restored. 

The first witness called was the com- 
plainant, Sanford Larabee, an old man 
68 years of age, who testified tothe 
effect that his nephew, Holmes, exe- 
cuted a mortgage on five lots of land, 
on July 19, 1889, as security for the 
payment of certain. sums of money 
loaned to him at various times, and 
that this mortgage was not released 
of 
Holmes’ netes was paid. He was very 
positive that hedid notsign any re« 
lease in August, 1891, nor did he know 
any such persenas A. S. Jones, whose 
name appears on the release as the } 
winess tohis signature to that docu- 
ment. 

George Hayford, the attorney, who 
gained so much notoriety recently by 
his connection with the Bentley murder 
case, was then called upon to testify as 
to certain conversations he had had 
with the defendant in relationto the 
forged release, to which the defendant's 
counsel objected with considerable 
vigor, but without effect. Hayford 
stated that he was employed by Mr. 
Larabee to collect the amounts due on 
certain notes from the defendant 
Holmes, and that in endeavoring to do 
so, he told defendant that he knew 
that a release of the mortgage had been 
forged and that he suspected Holmes of 
having induced someone to imperson- 
ate his uncle. He also insinuated that 
Holmes might get ‘‘ten years in the 
pen’’ for his share in the transaction. 
After this Holmes settled his account 
with his uncle, and the mortgage was 
released. Defendant admitted to wit- 
ness upon another subsequent occasion 
that he took the release to the County 
Recorder’s office to be filed. 

Upon cross-examination, witness de- 
nied that he ever threatened defendant, 
but admitted that he mentioned the 
penitentiary for the purpose of extract- 
ing the money from him which he was- 
employed to collect. He also admitted 
that it-was he who filed the original 
complaint against Holmes, but claimed 
that he did so at the instance of ex-Dis- 
trict Attorney McLachlan. It'was also 
drawn from witness that he visited de- 
fendant at both ‘the City and County 
Jails, and told Holmes that he did not 
believe that the Court would admit his 
evidence, and that he did not think de- 
fendgnt would get ‘‘stuck.”’ 

The defendant’s counsel moved the 
Court to strike out all of Hayford’s tes- 
timony upon the groundthat it con- 
tained admissions which had been ex- 
tracted by means of threats, but the 
motion was denied. 7 

Detective W. A. Bosqui, of the Police 
Department, was called for the purpose 
of showing that he had shown due dili- 
gence in searching for A. S. Jones, but 
had been unable to locate him. 

J. C. Oliver, the notary, before whom 
the document alleged to have been 
forged was acknowledged, then took 
the stand, but he proved to be of very 
little assistance to the prosecution, as 
he was utterly unable to remember any 
of the facts material to the issue, and, 
in fact, the only thing of which he ap- 
peared to have any recollection was 
that Holmes did not impersonate Lara- 
bee. He was, however, induced to ad- 
mit that Holmes might have introduced 
some one to him as Larabee. . 

W. S. Marchant, a deputy in the 
County Recorder’s office, briefly testi- 
fied to the fact that the release in con- 
‘troversy was filed for record at the re- 
quest of Holmes, and the prosecution 
then.rested its case. - 

Consel for the defense thereupon 
moved the Court to instruct the jury to 
acquit Holmes upon the technical 
ground that the information was defec- 
tive, the word ‘‘did’’ having been omit- 
ted therefrom by the typewriter who 
wrote the original, but the motion was 
denied and the matter went over until 
this morning, when the defense wil 
put in its testimony. “ 

THE WISE MALPRACTICE CASE. 
|The trial of the damage snit insti-. 
tuted by Ira L, Jones against Dr. K. D. 
Wise, for alleged malpractice, was re-

Four Opinions Received in This 
City for Filing. 


| A Final Decision in the Samonset 


Seduetion Case. 


The Defendant Must Either Pay His 
Fine or go to Jail. 


The Weclsion of the Lower Court Sus 
tained in the Meyers-£spitallier 
‘Suit—An Opinion in a San

Four opinions, three of which relate 
to cases appealed from this county, 
were received from the Supreme Court 
yesterday by Deputy Clerk Sesnon, for 
filing in this city. The cases decided 
are as follow: 

Wilhelmine Meyers (respondent) vs. J. 
Espitallier and Martin G. Aguicre (appel- 
lants). Appeal from the judgment and an 


order refusing a new trial. This action” 
Was brought to enjoin a sale under an exe- 


_ cution against one Elise Deste, the daughter 


and grantor of plaintiff. Espitallier, the 
judgment creditor, is made defendant with 
the Sheriff. The answer justifies the at- 
tempted sale on the ground that the deed 
to plaintiff was without consideration, and 
was made to hinder, delay and defraud the 
creditors of Elise Deste and, particularly 
defendant, Espitallier. The case was tried 
before a jury, which rendered a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff. | | 

The question raised on the motion for a 
new trial is as to the sufficiency of the evi-

Appellants contend that, the evidence 
shows a state of thirgs which would either 
make plaintiff, her son-in-law and daughter 
partners in the transaction in which the in 
debtedness of Elise Deste was incurred, ot 
that Elise Deste transacted the business for 
and as general agent of plaintiff, and there; 
fore plaintiff is herself directly responsible 
for the indebtedness. 

Conceding that such an issue is tendered 
in the answer, and that such facts would 
constitute a defense to this action, the

In 19938 there would be a population with- 
In the present area of the United States of 
b80.000,000—if it should double every thirty 
years. The actual figures would hardly 
fall below 400,000,000. This would imply an 
Jmmense progress in the irrigation of our 
and lands, in the cultivation of our moun- 
tains and sand plains, in the drainage of 
our lowiands, in the utilization for manure 
of the present waste of fertility through the

The averngecrop of wheat peracre, where

Chauncey M. Depew onthe Future of Polit- 
Parties. 
[From Our New York Correspondent.] 
Chauncey M. Depew, in speaking of the 
probable relation of American parties to 
the government and to one another in the 
Twentieth century, said: “The issues will 


of course constantly change. New ones will 


arise. NO man can tell exactly what form 
they will take. It is very evident that the 
Twentieth century is to witness a continu- 
ance of the prodigious intellectual, commer- 
cial and religious activity that has character- 
ized the closing years of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury. Social, economic, commercial und 
very largely business questions will be rep- 
resented in party platforms. ‘There will be 
shifting of individuals constantly from one 
party to the other, yet 1 am satisfied that 
the essential differences which will distin- 
guish the two great parties, and there never 
can be more than two great parties in this 
country, will be precisely those which have 
distinguished American parties since the 
foundation of the government. 

“There will be one party which will be 
essentially what the Republican party of 
today is, what its predecessor, the Whig 
party, was, and which will contain as its 


Its. adjust- 


germ the idea which was cat the bottom of 
the party which Hamilton created. It may 
be called possibly the party which favors 
the paternal theory of government, al- 
though that is notastrictly accurate de- 
scription. Itis the party which has faith 
in the power and the duty of the national 
government to do all proper things for the 
development of the prosperity and happi- 
ness of the American people. Those who 
think as I do will call it the party of prog- 
ress, It is the aggressive force in the na- 
tional government. It takes a broad view 
of the powers and responsibilities of the 
government. It sees .in the constitution 
hot ohly permission but command to do 
those things which are essential for the 
general welfare of the people. 

“This underlying principle will influence 
this party’s relation to all new. questions— 
social, economic and commercial—which 
may arise. 

‘The other party will be essentially that 
one which was created by Thomas Jeffer- 
son.

| Perhaps most persons would not believe 
he Cl so intensely 4 modern enterprise as 
he Chicago stockyards there are today 
set rules laid down in the Old 
‘estament for the slaughtering of cattle. 
Yet such is the case, But while the re- 
ligious prescriptions ‘are carried out to the 
letter there isa pract%al side to the ar- 
rangement, else it would not be in opera- 
tion. There are dollars and cents in it, as 
there arc in about every branch of indus- 
try in this wonder cfty of the world. It is 
a special department of Mr. Armour’s 
business and is carried on for the orthodox 
Jews, whose demands for meats that have 
been Bibiically prepared is large and pro- 
fitable. 
A large proportion of the orthodox Jews 
atill adhere rigidly. to the Jaws of their re- 
Jigion, and when they are unable to get 
meat selected and prepared for cooking in 
the prescribed manner they do without it. 

Mr. Armour heard that tije Jews ate the 
fore quarters of, beef when butchered ac- 
cording to the requirements of their re- 
ligion. hut never the hind quarters. Te 
knew from experience thit it was much 
easier to dispose of hind quarters at a high 
price thau it was to get rid of the fore 
quarters at a low price, Combining these 
two facts in his reasoning, Mr..Armour 
evolved the idea of-establishing a special 
department for thé slaughtering of cattle 
for the orthodox Jews. He employed a stir 
ring young Hebrew to take charge of the 
enterprise and arrange matters with the 
heads of the local synagogues. Schochetts, 
who are especially trained by the rabbi to 
slaughter bullocks according to the Jewish 
method and to detect traces of disease in 
the animal by a postmortem examination 
of its viscera and flesh, were detailed by 
the rabbi to conduet the kiliipg in the 
Jewish department of the packing house. 
These schochetts are put through a very 
thorough course of training. 

The schochetts first select from the kill- 
ing pen such bullocks.as appear to be per- 
fectly sound. These.are separated from 
the others and driven to the special killing 
pen. ‘They are dropped into stalls opening 
into the room where the schochetts oper- 
ate, and are held there in readiness for 


‘glauchter. 


In the other departments the bullock is 
first knocked down and stunued by a 
sledge hammer blow on the head, after 
which the throat ofthe animal is cut. The 
stunning of cattle im killing is prohibited, 
however, by the Hebraic: iaws, and it is 
necessary to get the ox down and expose 
his neck to the schochett’s knife without 
inflicting pain.. This ig accomplished by 
means of.a windlass connected wifh the 
machinery of the establishuient. strong 
bracelet attached toa heavy chain, which 
hangs from the ceiling, is fastened by a 
Gentile butcher to. thé ‘animal’s hind leg, 
another Gentile pushes a lever and the ox 
is hauled up into midair with his front 
feet barely touching the floor, The Gen- |. 
tiles by means of a rope pull the fore feet 
from under and the animal is let down on 


his side. 


The frightened animal bellows and 
struggles frantically, but the Gentiles are 
accustomed to wrestling matches of this 
sort and soon have him “three points 
down.” With the ex lying flat on his side 
the butchers throw. his head well baek so 
as to expose the jugular. The schochett 


the neck. A single stroke’ of the knife 
severs the jugular vein, the trachea and 
the esophagus. The carcass is then 
flayed and drawn by thé. Gentiles. The 
sons of Israel proceed to’ hold a post- 
mortem. The lungs are inflated and care- 
fully tested. If the exafnination shows 
them to be imperfect or d6ther indications 


of disease are found the hetts reject 
the beef. It sometimes happens that in 
hauling the bullogk up throwing him 
alegis broken.

If from the examination of the carcass it 
appears that the animal Papo bound and 
in good health the work of removing the 
veins is begun. 
‘“Moreover, ye shall eat no manner of 


blood, whether it be of fowl or of beast, in 


any of your dwellings,” is the Lord’s com- 
mandment as recorded inthe third book 
Great stress was laid on this passage by 
the rabbis. The flesh served to the ortho- 
dox Hebrew must be entirely free from 
blood. In the old countries the Jewish 
butcher is able to extract the veins from 
the entire carcass of the ox, and when this 
is done the whole beef-may be utilized, but 
in this country the butcher is not suffi- 
ciently skilled to ‘‘vein” the hind quarters, 
consequently the Hebrews heré‘are allowed 
toeat no part of the animal back of the 
eleventh rib. 
“No Jew can eat beef slaug in the 
manner commonin this country without 
violating his religion to some extent,’’ said 
a@ prominent rabbi when questioned con- 
cerning the Jewish method ef butchering. 
“The laws of our church are based upon 
reason. For instance, we do not eat the 
flesh of a bullock which has. been .stunned 
by a blow on the head before cutting its 
throat, primarily because our. laws forbid 
it, but there are good reasons for thé law. 
The blow on the bullock’s head shocks him 
s0 that when the veins of the meck are sev- 
erecl the animal does not .bleed freely and 
much of the blood remains iit the earcass, 
Then ours isa humane religion, Cruelty 
to animals is not to be tolerated. , We. aim 
to slay animals without pain. By using a 
knife with an edge exceedingly sharp and 
free from nicks the stroke that kills it 
produces no pain, but only a tickling sen- 
sation. 
“Many of the laws laid down in the Bible 
nd the Talmud concerning the useaf meat 
far food,in fact nearly all of them, are 
sed upon sanitary considerations, ‘In 
eating the meat of a diseased or crippled 
X one runs a great risk of taking ‘digease 
germs into his own system, ‘ The flesh of 
most of the animals which the Jews are 
forbidden to eat is. admitted: to be un- 
wholesome by scientific authorities of all 
creeds, It is generally conceded that pork 
is not a healthful article of diet, espetially 
in the warmer climates. Dphe- rabbit, and 
other wild animals which are probibited 
are unclean, and their flesh is not a safe 
article of food.”—Chicago Tribune,
